Si (a) The Executive Committee shall consist of a 
President, a Vice-President, the three Secretaries, two 
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members to be nominated by the U. P. Government and 
four members elected by the council of the Academy from 
amongst the members of the Council, 

(b) The term of office of Members of the Exe- 
cutive Committee shall be three years. 

9. (a) The Executive Committee shall give effect 

to the decision of the Council on matters of policy and 
arrange for carrying on the work of the Academy. 

(b) The President and the Vice-President of 
the Council shall be ex-officio the President and the Vice- 
President respectively of the Executive Committee. The 
General Secretary shall be ex-officio the Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Executive Committee. 

10. The Executive Committee of the Academy shall 
meet at least once every three months and ten days notice 
for every such meeting shall be given and three shall form 
a quorum. 

11. A record of the proceedings of the meetings of 
the Executive Committee shall be kept and shall be cir- 
culated among the members of the Council. 

12. The decision of the majority of members present 
at a meeting of the Executive Committee shall be the deci- 
sion of the Executive Committee. 

13. Whenever there is a vacancy in the office of the 
President or Secretary, such vacancy shall be filled by 
appointment by the Local Government. 

14-. In the absence of the President, the Vice-President 
shall preside over the meetings of the Council or the Exe- 
cutive Committee as the case may be. In the absence of 
both, any other member may be elected to act as Chairman 

for the meeting of the Council or the Executive Committee, 
as the case may be, 
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15. The Secretaries shall get such remuneration or 
allowance, If any, as may be prescribed by the Local 
Government. 

16. The Executive Committee may appoint such staff 
as it may think fit ami fix their salaries and allowances. 

17. The general power of management, administra- 
tion of funds and making rules consistent with the constitu- 
tion of the Academy shall vest in the Executive Committee, 
who may by a resolution delegate power to the President or 
any of the Secretaries or both. 

18. The powers and functions of the secretaries shall 
be laid down by the Rules. 

19. The budget shall be annually prepared by the 
General Secretary and laid before the Executive Committee 
not later than July 31. of the year preceding that to which 
the budget relates and the Executive Committee shall submit 
it to the Local Government for approval 

20. The accounts of the Academy shall be audited by 
an auditor and the Secretary shall produce all the documents 
before the auditor and give such assistance as he may 
require for auditing the accounts. 

21. The property, moveable and immoveable of the 
Academy shall be vested in the Council of the Academy. 

22. The Academy can sue or be sued in the name of 
the General Secretary who shall enter into all arrangements 
a m3 contracts on its behalf and shall have power to execute 
all documents including deeds of transfer of property move- 
able and immoveable by or to the Academy. 

23. The Council may elect as Fellow of the Academy 
any person who has achievedhlistinction as author in Urdu or 
Hindi or who by reason of his position as scholar is considered

by it to be a fit and proper person for election. The number 
of such Fellows at any time shall not exceed twelve . 

24. The Executive Committee may nominate any Bene- 
factor of the Academy or any scholar of eminence who 
has achieved distinction in any language or branch ot know- 
ledge as Honorary Fellow and the Council may confirm such 
nominations, 

25. The first members of the Council of the Academy 
shall be those whose names are described in the Schedule 
annexed-to the Memorandum of Association (Vide Sche- 
dule I ).

Education (A) Department , 23rd June, 1942 

11. The proper consititution of the council and the 
executive committee is clearly a matter of great importance. 
His Excellency the Governor considers that the committee 
was right in proposing a reduction in the present number of 
Government nominees. He is anxious to have a fully repre- 
sentative Council, but to keep it within manageable limits 
In His Excellency’s view it is only right that the largest 
representation on .the council should be given to men 
engaged in literature and science or those who have devoted 
themselves to their advancement and he would particularly 
welcome the presence of such men in the council. As at 
present constituted the council consists of 50 members 
altogether, out of whom 30 nominations are made by Govern- 
ment. The Committee have proposed a council with a 



C 1 ) 


membership of 56 out of whom ten representatives will be 
nominated by Government. His Excellency the Governor 
accepts the suggestion that Government should nominate 
only ten members to the council. The future constitution 
which His Excellency the Governor suggests for the Council 
is as follows ; — 

(1) A President 1 

(2) A Secretary > to be nominated by Government. 

(3) A Treasurer ) 

(4) Minister of Education. 

(5) Director of Public Instruction, United Provinces, 

(6) Vice-Chancellor ami one other representative from 

each university in the United Provinces, 

( 1 ) Heads of the departments of Hindi and of Urdu 
in the five universities. 

(8) Two members each from 

(a) The Nagari Pracharim Sab ha, Benares ; 

(b) The Hindi Sahitya Sa mm el an, Allahabad;

There should also be a Vice-President elected by the 
Council from amongst themselves. 

It is most necessary that the Executive Committee 
should be a body which will function competently and 
smoothly. His Excellency the Governor sees no reason to 
alter the constitution of the present Executive Committee 
which he thinks is quite capable of working efficiently, 
except that the four members nominated by the Government 


council will in future be all elected 


atid two elected by the 
by the Council itself. 

12. His Excellency the Governor has given careful 
consideration to the important question whether the Academy 
should elect any fellows or not as a mark of its recognition 
of those who have achieved literary or scientific eminence. 
He is of the opinion that if this right is judiciously exer- 
cised the election of fellows by the Academy would be 
greatly appreciated by the general literary and scientific 
public and that thd bestowal of this honour would help the 
development of literature and science on the right lines. 
The claims of those whom the Academy may want to recog- 
nise in this way should receive the most impartial consi- 
deration and the honour should be jealously reserved for 
the select few whose pre-eminence is undeniable. His 
Excellency the Governor would like to see the maximum 
number of fellows kept as small as possible and he accord- 
ingly proposes a reduction in the present number of 
. thirty to twelve- '

1. To consider subjects for the proposed books on 
which prizes are to be awarded 

A. The Committee assume that the prizes announced 
for various books will be awarded on the basis of submitted 
MSS, and that the Academy intends neither to incur any 
expenditure on their publication nor to claim any profits 
out of their sales. The number of prizes on approved MSS 
may be about 25 this year, 
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The Committee suggests a length ot 70,000 to 80,000 
words ( P ibhaktis being counted as part of words). They 
also suggest that though the prizes may be given away on 
the approval of the MSS, 25 copies of printed works should 
be given to the Academy on publication, The Academy 
should have the option of prescribing the format and the 
price of the printed books. 

lire Committee appioves the following ten categories * 

1. Philosophy ; 2. Religion ; 3. Sociology ; 4. Philo- 
logy ; 5. Natural Science ; 6. Useful Arts ; 7. Fine Arts ; 
S. Literature j 3* History j and 10. General works. 

The Committee authorises the convener to complete 
and revise the enclosed lists of topics in consultation with 
the specialists. 

B. The Committee further feels that the system of 
prizes given on approved MSS should be supplemented 
b y giving prizes on published books— initially published 
during the last two years and afterwards published during 
the previous year only. 

The Committee suggests that seven prizes on published 
books may be given this year on the following subjects : — 

(a) Philosophy and Religion 

(b) Sociology and History 

(c) Arts — Useful and Fine 

(d) Critical literature 

(e) Creative Literature 

(f) Language 

(g) Natural Science 

If standard books are not submitted the individual prize 
or prizes may be held over for next year. 

2. To consider the scheme for Reader’s Association, qj: 
Associate Members, 
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While leaving the details to be filled in by the Com- 
mittee appointed to make rules in this behalf, the Advisory 
Committee suggest that the Central organisation of the 
Reader’s Association have two separate sections, one each 
for Hindi and Urdu, each section having the power to 
affiliate smaller units of its kind in the Mufassil Areas 
within the province or outside. They suggest the name 
“Pathak Mandal” for the Hindi Section of the Association, 
and the membership subscription as Rs. 3/- per annum. 
They further suggest that the Hindi Journal of the Academy 
be given away free of charge to members belonging to the 
Hindi section and other publications be given to them at 
such concession rates (not less than those allowed to book 
sellers) as the Executive Committee may prescribe. 

3. To consider the scheme of forming a Writer’s 
Association. 

The Committee suggest that 25 Foundation Members 
selected by the Executive Committee from among leading 
Hindi poets, novelists, dramatists, critics and literary Journa- 
lists from the nucleus of the Hindi Writer’s Association 
and that the Association be called the “Hindi Lekhak 
Sangh". Subject to the final approval of the Executive 
Committee the Foundation Members be entrusted with the 
making of a constitution for the Association, The prize- 
winning authors of the Academy should automatically 
become members of the Association and the Foundation 
Members should be urged to prescribe a suitable standard 
of merit for other entrants. 

4. To consider the publication of Comprehensive 
Bibliographies of published books in Hindi and to consider 
whether a gradation is possible and desirable. 

The Committee strongly recommend that early steps 
be taken for the publication on behalf of the Hindustani 
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Academy of a comprehensive bibliography of published 
books in Hindi following broadly the lines of Dewey’s 
Decimal classification while this bibliography should be a 
basic book of reference, the Academy could also publish 
from time to time lists of best books drawn up for special 
and restricted requirements. For the comprehensive biblio- 
graphy above suggested the Committee consider that a 
gradation according to merit will not be desirable. 

5. To consider the preparation of lexicons of Scien- 
tific terms and other reference books. 

The Committee note with regret the general lack of 
standard lexicons and other reference books in Hindi and 
as an initial step recommend the preparations of the follow- 
ing lexicons : — 

(i) A standard English-Hindi flictionary of technical 
words required for the arts and science subjects taught 
in the provincial Universities upto the M. A. or M. Sc. 
standard ; and 

(ii) A general English-Hindi dictionary of the type of 
the standard English-Urdu dictionary edited by Maulvi 
Abdul Haq and published by the Anjuman-Taraqqi- Urdu. 

(iii) Dictionary of names and persons and places 
both historical and mythological occuring in Hindi literature. 

While the first would help in the production of books 
on Scientific subjects in Hindi and would standardize equi- 
valents from English, the second would greatly aid the work 
of translation from English into Hindi of general books. 

In regard to the preparation of lexicons of scientific and 
technical terms the committee are of definite opinion : — 

(a) That current English words or their modified forms 
may be accepted where they have been absorbed in popular 
speech. 
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(b) That words of Persian and Arabic origin which 
have been absorbed in popular Hindi speech may also be 
accepted. 

(c) Where new words are to be coined they should 
be based on Sanskrit, and collaboration with Bengali, Mara- 
thi and Gujrati and other Indian languages be sought With 
a view to adoption of common equivalents in Hindi along 
with these sister languages. 

(d) Proper names to be retained. 

6. To consider list of important books to be trans- 
lated from other languages. 

The Committee fully endorse the need of adequate 
translations into Hindi of books from other languages both 
classical and modern, but are of opinion that the work of 
translations be taken up on a planned basis, and after due 
deliberation as to principles to be followed in the work. 
They do not have sufficient data before them to make defi- 
nite suggestions and request the convener to contact scholars 
in sister languages as well as others with a view to 
obtaining suggestions (a) as to line of work to be adopted 
and (b) as to books of which translations might be taken up. 

' 7. To consider proposals with regard to Academy s 
Journal. 

The Committee note that the Hindustani Journal has 
completed 12 years of its existence and that a cumulative 
index of articles and authors is in the press. 

They suggest that the Journal should start a new series 
with newer aims and. objects to fulfil. 

It should remain a quarterly Journal. 

The Committee do not approve of the proposal to lower 
the present standard of the Journal. They however suggest 

the inclusion in the Journal of features which should make

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an appeal to a wider circle of discriminating readers. The 
following are the constructive proposals of the Committee. 

(a) Though articles of a research nature should con* 
tinue to be published, the space allotted to them should be 
restricted.

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9. To suggest subjects for lectures. 

The Committee strongly recommend that the syestem of 
lectures be revived. The following subjects are suggested:— 

(1) Hindavi or Dakkhani language literature by 

Dr. JB. R. Saksena. 

(2) Aprabhramsha and Hindi (Prof. K. P. Misra). 

(3) Ancient Indian Culture as expressed in Plastic Arts 

(Dr, V. S. Agarwala). 

They further recommend that a series of popular exten- 
sion lectures in Hindi may be planned and arranged for 
under the auspices of the Academy. 

10. To consider suggestions regarding the Annual 
Conferences of the Academy. 

The Committee suggest that the Annual Conferences of 
the Academy be revived. They approve of the suggestion 
to hold these Conferences in different centres in the Pro- 
vince instead of in Allahabad alone. The Conferences 
should continue to have two sections (Hindi and Urdu) at 
which papers should be read and discussions held. At 
the general session, however, representative scholars not 
only on Hindi and Urdu but also of other sister-languages 
and others should be invited. 

11, To consider ways and means for creation of MSS, 
Sections in the Library, 

The Committee note that the Executive Committee of 
the Academy have allotted a sum of Rs, 1,000/. only in the 
current years budget for the acquisition of manuscripts and 
that half erf this amount would be available for the purchase 
of manuscripts for the Hindi section. While the Committee 
consider this sum to be inadequate for the needs of a 
manuscript library and urge the Executive Committee to 
make a more generous provision. They suggest that the 
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work of collecting manuscripts should be started without 
delay. The actual selection should be made by a Com- 
mittee of which the following personnel is suggested.

2. Rai Bahadur Pt. Sri Narain Chaturvedi, 

3. Dr. Dhirendra Varma (Joint Secretary). 

With a view to helping the Academy in building up a 
msnuscript section of library the members of the Academy 
might be specially requested to make efforts within their 
respective spheres. A notification in the press should also 
be made. 

12. To consider the possibility of, co-ordination of 
literary work vis-a-vis other institutions and offer financial 
assistance to sister institutions. 

The principle of co-ordination is readily endorsed by 
the Committee. They suggest that within the means of the 
Academy financial assistance to sister institutions for special 
purposes should be arranged if necessary by special refe- 
rence to Government. 

13. To consider prepatation of books for use in . the 
Universities. 

The Committee are of opinion that the services of the 
Academy could be utilised for co-ordinating and fulfilling 
the needs of the various Indian universities in respect of 
books in Hindi for subjects taught in the University. The 
Convener be authorised to contact proper authorities with 
a view to obtaintng practical suggestions for the furtherance 
of this scheme.

APPENDIX C. 

Rules fur the Hindustani Academy 

COUNCIL : 

Election of representatives of different bodies : 

1. The General Secretary will notify to the different 
Associations which are represented on the Council at least 
three months before the expiry of the term to elect the 
representatives and send their names to the office erf the 
Academy at feast six weeks before the beginning of the 
term of the Academy. 

Note : — This rule will not apply to the next term of the 
Academy. 

2. The term of the representatives will coincide with 
the term of the Academy and will ordinarily be for three 
years. 

3. Representatives will be eligible for re-election* 

4. In a vacancy which occurs before the expiry of the 
term of a member, the represented association will notify 
the fact to the General Secretary and if the vacancy h for 
more than twelve months the represented association will 
make an election for the residue of the term of the member 
and intimate the name of the representative to the General 
Secretary*. 

5. The represented association will itself determine the 
procedure for the election of its representative* 
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Co-option of Members : 

6. At the commencement of the ter m of the Academy 
the General Secretary will notify the members of the Council 
that six members will he co-opted at the first meeting of 
the term of the Academy. The members will propose 
names of persons whom they desire to be elected, at least 
two weeks before the meeting of the Council. The names 
of the proposed persons will be placed before the Council 
and an election will be held by ballot, if the number of 
names proposed is greater than six, 

7. The following procedure will be followed for the 
election of Fellows : — 

(i) Any member of the Council may send a proposal 
to the General Secretary in writing seconded by another 
member of the Council together with the consent of the 
nominee to be placed before the Executive Committee for 
consideration. 

(ii) The Executive Committee shall appoint a Sub- 
Committee of the members of the Council to consider the 
proposal. 

' (iii) The Executive Committee shall consider the 
recommendation of the Sub-Committee and in case the 
Executive Committee is in agreement with the recommen- 
dation of /the Sub-Committee, the General Secretary shall 
issue voting papers to the members of the Council for the 
recording of their votes. 

(iv) The members of the Council shall send the voting 
papers in sealed and registered covers to the Secretary, 
who shall *pen them in the presence of two members of 
the Council, 

(v) The person who secure three-fourths of the votes 
of the members of the Council shall be declared elected. 

. . '&i). fa case the. ..person proposed £a| Is to secure the 
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necessary number of votes his name shall not be proposed 
again during the term of the Council. 

8. The number of such Fellows shall not exceed 
twelve . Not more than six Fellows shall he elected in 
one term. 

9. The following privileges shall be extended to the 
Fellows of the Council. 

(i) To attend the meeting N of the Council and address 
the Council. 

(ii) To receive the publications of the Academy on 
the same term as the members of the Council- 

Donor : 

10. A donor will be a person who contributes 
Rs. 500/- or more to the Academy., The donors will have 
the right to elect representatives for the Council of the 
Academy, provided that for every thirty donors there will 
be one representative. An election will be held only when 
at least thirty donors have been enrolled, the maximum 
number of the representatives of donors will be ten . The 
election will be conducted by the General Secretary by 
post, under the supervision of the President. 

11. (a) A person or Association or body which contri- 
butes to the funds of the Academy at least a sum of Rs. 1000/- 
per year for three years shall be entitled to representation 
on the Council of the Academy. 

(b) The representative shall hold office for three 
years and if thereafter the contribution ceases the representa- 
tion will also cease. 

Associate Members : 

12. (a) The name of the person for enrolment for an 
Associate Member shall be proposed by a member of the 
Council and seconded by another. The proposal form 





.shall be sent to the General Secretary who shall place it 
before the Executive Committee for necessary action. 

(b) An Associate Member shall pay an annual 
subscription of Rs. 3/- and he may compound the subscrip- 
tion by paying Rs. 50/- in a lump sum. 

(c) An Associate Member shall be entitled to 
receive a copy of the “Hindustani" the Journal of the Aca- 
demy (either the Urdu or the Hindi edition.) free of cost 
and other publications of the Academy on discount rates 
to be determined by the Executive Committee from time 
to time. 

(d) An Associate Member shall be entitled to be 
present at the meetings of the Council, but he shall not have 
the right to vote or address the meeting. 

Writers Association : 

13. Rule will be framed when the Association shall 
have been formed. 

Headquarters : 

14. The Headquarters of the Academy shall beat 
Allahabad but may be removed to any other place in these 
Provinces with the permission of the Local Government, 
provided that no less then three-fourths of the members of 
the Council make a recommendation to that effect. 

Resolution : 

15. It shall be open to the member of the Council 

to give notice of a resolution which he may desire to move 

at a meeting of the Council, provided that no such notice 

is given at least a fortnight before the date of the meeting 

of the Council. 

Functions & Powers of Executive Committee : 

16. Among other powers the Executive Committee 
wiil also have the following powers.

25. (a) Ordinarily one and a half second class fares 

both ways will be paid to members of the Council, the 
Executive Committee, the Literary Advisory Committees 
the Committee of Judges or Prizes and any other Committee 
appointed by the Council or the Executive Committee.

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M B .— The last three items mentioned 
above, it was decided, would be spent in con- 
nexion with the forthcoming Literary Con- 
ference at Lucknow and to lectures, travelling 
allowance honoraria. 

(o) Under the head "Literary Activities”, Item No. 4{d) 
a sum of Rs 500 was voted for expenditures 
in connexion with them, 

2 -(a). It was decided that all items of expenditure 
noted in the preceding financial year other than those 
specially not voted again be taken as re-voted. 

3. The Committee considered and discussed at length 
Dr. Gorakh Prasad’s following proposals > 

(a) that at least one third of the Government grant 
each year should be spent on the publication of 
books. 

(, b ) that the balance left over from previous year 
should be utilized for publication of books alone. 

( c ) the sale proceeds from Hindi and Urdu books 
after deducting the royalties payable to authors, 
should be utilized for the publication of Hindi 
and Urdu books respectively. 

The resolutions (a), (b) and (c) above, however, were not 
passed. 

4. During the course of discussion Dr. Gorakh Prasad 
expressed his dissatisfaction with the work being done by the 
literary side of the Academy and demanded that greater 
attention should be paid to the publication of the books than 
has been done hitherto, 

5. In regard to the book “Telephone” by Syt. Jagannath 
Prasad Pandey, the Committee resolved : — 

“That the publication of the book be dropped and the 
author be left free to get it published elsewhere if he likes”.

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6 , In regard to the book “Ancient Indian Economics' 3 
by Dr, Prannath, the Committee resolved that: the Joint- 
Secretary (Hindi; should send a letter to the author 
informing him that if he does not send his complete 
manuscript within three months from the date of receipt of 
notice by him the Academy wculd drop the matter of pub- 
lication of his work. The notice is also to say that the 
Author will be responsible for all expenses the. Academy 
may have been put to. 

7, Syt. Jayachand Vidyal.ankar’s letter about new terms 
for the second and subsequent editions of his “Bhartiya 
Itihasa ki Ruprekha” was considered and the Committee 
decided that the Joint Secretary (Hindi) should draft a note 
on the subject which should be put up again before the 
Committee, 

8, The Committee then took up consideration of the 
replies received from » persons who were approached for 
writing books in connexion with the scheme for bringing cut 
books out of donations. 

The Joint-Secretary (Urdu) reported that Dr. Waheed 
Mirza and Maulana Abdul Majid Daryabadi have agreed to 
Write books on ‘Amir Khusro* and ‘Popular Psychology* 
'respectively. 

The Joint* Secretary (Urdu) reported that Mr. R. N, 
Dube had expressed his inability, due to ill health, to colla- 
borate in the writing of the book on “Physical Geography”. 
It was decided that Dr. Habib-ur-Rehman be asked to 
write the book and that the Academy should publish it at 
' its expenses. 

It was decided that Mr. Masud Hasan Rizvi be written 
t& and told that his manuscript should be received by June 
30, 1945 and that he would be paid Rs. $co and also the 
benefit of royalty' terms, 

The Joint' Secretary (Urdu) reported Khwaja Manzur 
Husain and Mr. Raghupati Sahai * Firaq* had declined to 
write on ‘Western Literary Criticism*. It was decided that 
the book be offered to Mr. Saghir Ahmad Siddiqi to write. 
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The Joint Secretary (Hindi) reported that Mr. Aryen- 
dra Sharma, Rai Kishna Das, Pt. Satya Ketu Vidyalankar, 
Dr. R. S, Tripat'ni, Dr. V. S. Agrawal, Prof. R. P. Tripathi, 
Pt. Baldeo Upadhyaya, Pt, H, P. Dvivedi, Dr. A. G. 
Jhingran, Dr, B S. Yagnik, Prof. Beni Prasad, Dr. Satya 
Prakash, Mr. S. C. Varma and Mr. B. N. Jha had agreed 
to write the books allotted to them. 

The Joint-Secretary (Hindi) reported that Pt. Shiva 
Adhar Pande had written to say that he would write 
his book on “Western Literary Criticism” in Hindi in 6 
volumes. It was decided that Mr, Pande be written to 
write one-volume book only. 

The Joint Secretary (Hindi) reported that Dr. Raghubir 
Singh had declined to write the book allotted to him. It 
was decided that the book be offered for writing to Dr, 
Ishwari Prasad. 

It was decided that the idea of getting books written on 
the “Story of Mapkind” be postponed for the present. 

Dr. Gorakh Prasad having expressed his inability to 
collaborate with other it was decided that the book on “Some 
Modern Inventions” be written by Dr. Satya Prakash and 
Mr, S. C. Varma only. It may be planned in two parts. 

It was decided that three fourths of the amount to be 
given to the author was to {>e given on his manuscript being- 
received, ready for the press, and its being approved. 

It was resolved that the Joint-Secretaries should draw up 
a scheme for the publication' of these books. It was fur- 
ther resolved that Government be moved to make a grant 
equivalent to the sum collected through donations. 

It was resolved that a io p. C. royalty be given to 
authors on the first edition and a 20 p. c. royalty on second 
and subsequent editions. If for any reason publicaton is 
delayed beyond one year from receipt of the manuscript half 
of the balance would be paid at the expiry of one year. If 
publications were delayed by three years from receipt of 
manuscript, the remaining balance should also be paid. 
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g. In regard to Dr. Mata Prasad Gupta’s letter about 
royalty of his Hindi bibliography, it was decided that the 
same terms of royalty as above should be applied to it also. 

Dr. Mangal Dev’s letter was considered and it was deci 
ded that io p. c. royalty be given to him. 

10. In regard to the question of supply of paper, the 
Secretary agreed to try to arrange for it. 

11. It was resolved that the funds donated by the British 
India Institutions be utilised for the publication of scienti- 
fically edited works of Hindi and Urdu Writers of standing. 
Works already edited, as far as possible, should not be 
taken up. 

12. In regard to the last date (March 31, 1944) for 
receiving Hindi manuscripts for prizes it was resolved to 
extend the date to July 31, 1944. 

13. The question of the checking of the Library and 
arrangements as regards it for the future was considered and 
it was decided that it be taken up on receipt of a final report. 

14. The question of appointment of a clerk and a 
farrash was considered and it was decided that since provi- 
sion therefor had already been made in the budget the ques- 
tion will be considered on receipt of Government sanction 
to the budget. 

15. The reports from the Literary Advisory Committees 
were considered. The suggestions to prepare a bibliography 
of Urdu books was considered ar.d it was resolved that 
Dr. A. Siddiqi and Dr. M. H. Syed should make an ende- 
vour to get a bibliography prepared on the lines of Dr. Mata 
Prasad’s bibliography provided that a remuneration of 
Rs. i,oco could be acceptable.

The Committee approved the 
publication of a translation of the book and decided that 
the anthor be invited to send the manuscript of the transla- 
tion.

8, Professor S. G. Varma’s letter offering to write a 
book on “The Races of Man” or “The History of the Earth” 
was read.

10, Sjt. Ram Krishna Shukla’s letter offering to write 
a book on “Literary Criticism” was read and it was decided 
that the proposal be not approved. 

11, The manuscript of Dr. Mata Prasad Gupta's “Biblio- 
graphy of Hindi books” was considered and the Committee 
recommended its publication.

It was resolved to suggest to Mr. Dvivedi 
that the work be prepared in collaboration with Dr. Babu 
Ram Saksena. The Dictionary should be from Avadhi 
into Khari Boli Hindi and not from Avadhi into English.

1. Minutes of the previous meeting of the Exe- 
cutive Committee were read and confirmed. 

2. The Committee noted the Secretary’s report 
bf the Budget estimates for 1944-45 submitted to the 
Government ( vide Appendix A). 

3. The Committee noted the Annual Report of 
the work of the Academy for the year ending 31et 
March, 1944, submitted to the Director of Public 
Instruction, U. P., Allahabad ( vide Appendix B). 

'4. The Committee noted that Dr. M. H. Syed 
was nominated Jay the President to represent the 
Academy on the occasion of the All-India Urdu 
Conference held at Hyderabad (Deccan) on July 20 
and subsequent dates and that he was to be given 
T. A. on behalf of the Academy. 

5. The Committee noted that Mr. C. B. Rao had 
handed over* charge of the office of the Secretary 
and Treasurer to Dr. Dhirendra Varma under ins- 
tructions from the Local Government, and further 
that Dr. M. H. Syed, who was on leave for three 
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months and would be out of station during this 
period had also handed over charge of his duties, 
with the approval of the President, to Dr. Dhirendra 
Varma, Joint Secretary (Hindi) and Officiating 
Secretary and Treasurer. 

6. The minutes of the meeting of , the Literary 
Advisory Committee (Hindi) held on April 30, 1944 
(vide Appendix 0) were placed before the Committee 
and it recorded the following decision^ 

(a) The Committee approves that a Committee 

consisting of Dr. V. S. Agarwal, Mr. Din 
Dayal Gupta and Dr. Dhirendra Varma 
(convener) be formed for the purpose of 
approving purchase of books and manus- 
cripts for the Hindi Section of the library 
of the Hindustani Academy, but directs 
that no T. A. is to be incurred on behalf of 
this Committee and that its decisions are 
taken by correspondence. * 

(b) In regard to obtaining copies of such rare 

manuscripts as can not be acquired for the 
library, the Joint Secretary (Hindi) was 
authorised to take action within allotment 
under the head. 

(c) With reference to* Dr. Dhirendra Varma’s 

scheme for the preparation of a comprehen- 
sive history of Hindi literature, the Com- 
mittee thought it advisable that a small 
Committee may work out the scheme in full 
detail and the same be considered at the < 
next meeting of the Executive Committee. 

(d) The Committee recorded agreement with the 
resolutions 7, 8, 10 and 13 of the Literary 
Advisory Committee.

7. The Committee considered the case of Dr. 
Pran Nath’s book on Ancient Indian Economics 
and decided that the file be sent for legal opinion 
to the Civil Government Pleader, Mr. Sakha wat Ali. 
The matter be reconsidered after the receipt of legal 
opinion. 

8. The Committee considered the report of the 
Secretary on the points raised by Sjt. Jai Chand 
\ idyalankar in connection with the second and 
subsequent editions of his Bhartiya Itihas ki Rup- 
rekha and also the draft reply to this letter. 
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It was decided that the file of the case along with 
the draft, letter be sent to the Civil Government 
Pleader, Mr. Sakhawat Ali for legal opinion and 
that the Committee take up the matter again after 
the receipt of legal opinion. 

9. The Secretary reported that Dr. A. G. Jhing- 
ran had by permission of the Government of India 
finally accepted the offer of the Academy to write 
in Hindi a book on “History of the Earth”. ^ 

10. The Secretary reported that Dr. B. S. Yajnik 
had deferred writing the book on “Micro-Organism” 
until after the War, because of absence of facilities 
and the flux in which the science was in the 
present moment. It was decided that Mr. S. C. 
Varma be offered to write instead a book on “Story 
of Mankind” on the usual terms and subject to 
approval of the change of subject by the donor 
of the honorarium. It was decided further that if 
the alternative offer materialises Dr. Satya Prakash 
be requested to take up the writing of the book 
“Some Modern Inventions” singly instead of in colla- 
boration with Mr. S. C. Varma and that an hono- 
rarium of Rs. 1,200 be offered to Dr. Satya Prakash. 

11. In regard to the prizes on creative litera- 
ture already announced it was decided that:— - 

(а) Those who have been able to submit only 

single copies of their manuscripts within the 
allotted time may be allowed to submit 
duplicate copies of the same by the end of 
September, 1944. 

(б) Manuscripts received within three or four 

days of the expiry of the date may be 
treated as manuscripts received within 
time. 

(c) There should be no objection to the members 
of the staff of the Academy submitting 
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manuscripts for adjudging provided such 
manuscripts have not been prepared by 
them on behalf of the Academy. 

(d) That the President be authorised to have 
the manuscripts adjudged by his nominees 
from out of a panel of names suggested 
by the Judges’ Committee of the Hindus- 
tani Academy. 

12. The Secretary reported to the Committee the 
result of the stocktaking of the Hindi Section of 
the Academy. The Committee noted with regret 
that so many books were not traceable, and autho- 
rised the Secretary in consultation with the 
President to take such steps as were necessary to 
bring the library into order. If any extra expendi- 
ture were involved, the same was to be met out of 
allotment sanctioned for the acquisition of books. 

13. The Secretary reported to the Committee the 
purchases of MSS and other books that had been 
made for the library. 

14. The question of giving a subsidy to the 
Nagari Pracharini Sahha for publication of Sur 
Sdgar was postponed. 

15. The Committee considered the representation 
of the Urdu Literary Assistant for a Munshi for the 
combined work of typist, library assistant, and 
copy-holder of the Urdu section. It was decided 
that the matter be taken up at the time of framing 
the next budget of the Academy. 

16. The Committee considered a proposal for the 
purchase of Urdu manuscripts and rare books from 
the collection of M. Ajmal Khan, Urdu Literary 
Assistant of the Hindustani Academy. It was de- 
cided to seek the advise in the matter of M. Abdul 
Majid Saheb Daryabadi and M. Masud Hasan Saheb 
Rizavi. 
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17. The Secretary reported that M. Ajmal Khan, 
Literary Assistant (Urdu) had been asked to trans- 
late W. Reade’s “Martyrdom of Man” into Urdu. It 
was decided that he be asked to translate Lockes 
“Essay on Human Understanding instead. 

18. The Committee decided that Mr. Sayeedul 
Haq, News Editor of the All-India Radio be 
given permission to publish an English translation 
of M. Syed Sulaiman Nadvi’s lectures on Arab 0 Hind 
ke Talluqat published by the Academy. The trans- 
lator be asked to submit two copies of the published 
translation to the Academy. 

19. The Committee considered the application 
of Danish Mahal, Lucknow, for agency of the publi- 
cations of the Academy. It was decided that a 
Committee consisting of Dr. G-orakh Prasad, Dr. A. 
Siddiqi, and Dr. Tara Chand (convener) be authorised 
to dispose off the matter, and that the Secretary be 
authorised to take action accordingly. 

20. The Committee considered the bills of the 
part-time clerks approved by the former Secretary 
and Treasurer, Mr. C. B. Rao. It was decided that 
the bills be passed. 

21. The Committee considered the disposal of 
the Audit Notes relating to the period 1935-36 to 
1941-42 which have heen pending disposal. It was 
decided that a Committee consisting of Dr. Tara 
Chand, Dr. Gorakh Prasad and Dr. Dhirendra Varma 
(convener) be requested to dispose off the matter. 

22. The Committee considered the representation 
of the staff for dearness allowance and increment 
in salaries and revision of grade. So far as menial 
and. clerical staff was concerned it was decided that 
dearness allowance on the scale sanctioned by the 
Allahabad University be allowed on the salary of 
August 1944 and onwards. With reference to, cases 
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of the higher Staff it was decided that a Committee 
consisting of Dr. Tara Chand, Dr. S. Siddiqi and 
Dr, Dhirendra Varma (convener) be authorised to 
examine individual cases and make recommenda- 
tions. 

23. The question of election of Fellows of the 
Academy was postponed. 

24. The Committee considered the reports of the 
Judges Committee for award of prizes on Urdu books 

It was decided that the award for the best book on* 
History and Biography be made for Hayat-e-Shibli 
to Dr. Syed Sulaiman Nadvi, the announcement of 
the prize, should, however, be made along with the 
other prizes, that the question of awarding a book 
on Science be dropped, as no suitable works had been 
produced; and that a meeting of the Judges’ Com- 
mittee for the awards on Poetry and Prose books 
be convened again to give a Bnal decision in the 
matter. 


25. The Secretary reported to the Committee the 
position m regard to the opinion of the Judges on 
Hindi books. It was decided that a meeting of the 
Judges C mimittee in Prose and Poetry be called to 
give their final decision in regard to the awards. 
The instructions of the History and Science Com- 
mittees should be carried out at an early date. 

26. The question of holding the Conference of the 
Academy next winter was postponed. 


27. The Committee considered the application of 
Pandit Ganesh Prasad Dvivedi requesting that leave 
availed of by him on medical grounds should not be 
debited to privilege leave. It was decided that the 
existing rules be applied in respect of leave already 
availed and that suggestions regarding fresh leave 
rules be put up before the sub-committee appointed 
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to consider the cases of the higher staff for dearness 
allowance and revision in scales of salary. 

28. The Committee considered the application 
of Babu Saral Prasad for the grant of a special 
allowance for officiating in place of the Office Supe- 
rintendent on leave for two months. It was decided 
to sanction him an allowance .of Rs. 50 as a special 
case. It was decided that rules be drawn up in 
respect of such allowances and be put up for the 
recommendations of the sub-committee appointed 
to go into the case of the allowances and revision 
in scales of salaries of the staff. 

29. The Committee referred the application of M. 
Raff asking for increment to the sub-committee 
appointed to examine the question of allowances and 
scales of salary of the higher staff. 

30. The Committee did not approve of the 
suggestion to maintain a reserve fund for the 
Academy. 

31. The Secretaiy reported to the Committee the 
quantities of paper acquired for the publications 
of the Academy and specially stressed its shortage. 
The Committee authorised the President to take 
up the question of obtaining adequate quota for 
the Academy, and to represent to the Central Go- 
vernment in this behalf under the provisions of 
paper Control (Economy) Order, 1944. 

32. The matter of the appointment of a farrash 
and a packer was left to the Secretary’s descretion. 

33. The question of the confirmation of M. Ajmal 
Khan was postponed. 

34. The Committee considered the letter of S. 
Altaf Ali, editor of th e Musannif on the subject of 
the preparation of a Bibliography of printed Urdu 
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books along the lines of the Hindi Bibliography 
of Dr. Mata Prasad Gupta. It was decided that 
the offer to compile the bibliography be, made to 
S. Altaf Ali ano that the terras offered to him be 
the same as those given to Dr. Mata Prasad Gupta. 

35. The application of Babu Saral Prasad for 
an increase in the grade was referred to the sub- 
committee appointed to recommend allowances and 
revised scales. 

'36. The Committee sanctioned the bill for pre- 
paring an abridgment of Dr. Mata Prasad Gupta’s 
bibliography under advice of the President. 

37. The Committee considered the letter of Prof. 
Shivadhar Pande on the subject of his Angrezi 
Samalochna ka Itihas and it was decided that the 
matter be dropped.

LIBRARY : 

During the year under report a thorough checking 
of the Library was done for missing books, and the 
report of the checking is under consideration of the 
Executive Committee. The number of books added 
to the Hindi Section during the period was 286. In 
this connection an expenditure of Rs. 507/9/- was 
incurred during the year while the bills to the 
amount of Rs. 503/15 /- were pending at the close of 
the year. They have since been settled. The total 
number of books on the acquisition register of the 
Library is 5112. The need was felt of re-cataloguing 
the Library on the basis of an adaption of the 
Dewey’s Decimal System, and a plan of sectional 
arrangement has been drawn up after consulting 
the systems in practice in other big local libraries. 

Prizes : 

The Executive Committee of the Academy 
revived this year the annual awards on printed 


; .. as*.- 
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books which had also been abandoned for some 
years past. Four such awards were announced this 
year for Hindi books as follows : — 

1. For books on History and Biography pub- 
lished between October 1, 1935 and March 
3i, 1943. 

2. ’ For books on Prose Literature published 

between October 1, 1935 and March 31, 1943. 

3. For books on Poetry published between 
January 1, 1932 and March 31, 1943. 

4. For books on Science published between 
January 1, 1930 and March 31, 1943. 

'Books under each of the above heads have been 
received and are with the Judges. 

In addition of the above the Executive Committee 
of the Academy instituted 20 awards of Rs. 1,200 
each for Hindi books on Creative Literature secured 
by the President through the courtesy of private 
donors, to be given away by open competition to 
authors submitting their woi’ks in manuscript under 
the following classifications : — 

1-2. Long narrative poems (2 prizes). 

3. Collection of Short Poems by one author con- 
sisting of about 100 pages or 2,400 lines. 

4. Drama. 

5. Fiction (Novels etc.) 

6. Humour, Satire and Wit (continuous piece or 
collection of sketches.) 

7. Short Stories (six best). 

8. One-Act Plays (four best.) 

9-10. Essays (twelve best.) 

As regards the last four the idea is to select six 
best short stories, four best one-act plays, and twelve 
best essays. Selected essays and short stories will' 
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each carry an award of Rs. 200 while selected one- 
act plays will carry an award of Rs. 300 each. The 
last date for receiving the script in connection with 
these prizes was at first March 31, 1944 but has now 
been extended to July 31, 1944. 

Lectures : 

The Executive Committee on recommendation of 
the Literary Advisory Committee selected Dr. Babu 
Ram Saksena, M.A., D. Litt. of the Allahabad 
University to deliver a series of lectures on “Hindavi 
or Daccani Language and Literature” as part of 
the annual series of lectures instituted by the 
Academy and abandoned for several years past, 'and 
which were revived now. It was proposed to have 
the series of lectures delivered on the occasion of 
the Annual Conference of the Academy, tout as the 
Conference had to be postponed for several reasons 
they will be delivered at some early suitable 
opportunity. 

An earlier series of lectures by Dr. Tara Ghand 
on “Hindu Sabhyata par Musalmanon ka Prabhava”, 
hitherto unpublished has been in course of thorough 
revision by the author and will be available for 
publication during the forthcoming term. 

Hindi Scholar : 

The Hindi scholar was engaged in compiling a 
dictionary of proper names occuring in the classical 
Hindi Literature and in this connection has already 
read through the works of Surdas, Tulsidas and 
Jayasi and has prepared complete index of names. 
He has also started writing notes on them. He 
•was further revising the fourth volume of the 
the Anthology of Hindi Poetry being published from 
the Academy under his editorship. He has been 
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incharge of the Hindi section of the Library as 
well . 

Literary Schemes-. 

The Academy intiated three important Literary 
schemes during the year under report. 

The first of these relates to the preparation of 
books on Literary Criticism ; History and Biogra- 
phy ; and Popular Science, those in the last two 
catagories being written by experts but in popular 
style. The President of the Academy has been able 
to secure donations from institutions as well as 
enlightened private gentlemen' to meet the honora- 
ria to be paid to writers of these books also. It is 
hoped that, the Government would kindly give 
special grant to the Academy to publish these 
books. *.

It is hoped that the manuscript will be completed 
by December 1944. 

The Executive Committee of the Academy also 
adopted a scheme for the publication of a number of 
symposia containing thought provoking articles by 
eminent personalities on a number of controversial 
topics of the day. The following symposia are to be 
brought out : — 

1. How to Develop the Industrial Wealth of 
India ? 

2. National Education for India. 

3. The Agricultural Reconstruction of India. 

The Executive Committee have sanctioned, further, 
a series of pamphlets on the lines of the Oxford 
• Pamphlets to be brought out containing on an aver- 
age 24 pages each. Initially 10 such pamphlets are 
to be published. 

Literary activities : Urdu Section : 

Dr. M. Hafeez Sayyed, M. A., Ph. D., D. Litt. 
continued as the Joint Secretary incharge of the 
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Urdu Section. The strength of the staff was only 
one Research Scholar (Maulvi Muhammad Rafi) 
upto September 1943. He was confirmed as a Re- 
search Scholar from October 1, 1943 and the vacant 
post of a Literary Assistant was filled by the 
appointment of Mr. Mohammad Ajmal Khan, M. A., 
on 27th September 1943 who is editing the quarterly 
Hindustani (Urdu). 

JOURNAL : 

The Journal publised two numbers during the 
year under report. The numbers of July and October 
1943 could not be issued for want of paper and 
owing to difficulties created by the printing press. 
It maintained its high literary standard, and 
devoted a portion of it to criticism of books and 
magazines, and survey of literary activities. 

Publications : 

No new books were sent to press during the year 
under report, as paper was not available. The 
Executive Committee has, however, approved of the 
publication of Part II of Khutut-e-Ghalib. 

Library : 

The Urdu section of the Library was once again 
checked by the Literary Assistant and the Research 
Scholar. A new catalogue is under preparation. 
The missing books are being replaced, so far as 
they are available. A few manuscripts have been 
purchased for the Library. The Library is now 
under the charge of Mr. M. Ajmal Khan, and Mohd. 
Rafi jointly. 

Prizes : 

Four awards for Urdu books were announced for 
various subjects (as detailed above in Hindi) this 
year. 
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Two meetings of the Prize Committee were called 
on the 14th and 15th of April 1944. The one to 
judge books on Urdu Prose and Poetry was called 
on the 14th. The meeting had to be postponed for 
want, of quorum. 

The other meeting was convened on the 15th 
April 1944 to give its decision on books of History 
and Biography for an award. The awards will, 
however be made in due course. 

LECTURES: 

Mr. Ali Abbas Husaini has been appointed by 
the Executive Committee to deli ver a series of lec- 
tures on “The Development of English Novels with 
special reference to Urdu Fiction”. 

Urdu Scholar: 

The Urdu Scholar is translating at Akhlaqu Indal 
Ghazzali from Arabic into Urdu, as advised by Dr. 
A. Siddiqi, the Vice President. He is also editing 
the Diwan-e-Insha (Urdu) on modern lines, and is 
comparing several printed and manuscript copies 
of the Dewan.

3. The Committee suggested that arrangements 
should be made for obtaining copies of such rare 
manuscripts as can not be aquired for the Library.

Ram Murti Mehrotra’s “Bal Vikas” in the light 
of the opinion of the expert Rai Bahadur B' N, Jha 
and did not approve of it. 

• 6. The Committee considered the scheme of a 
comprehensive History of Hindi Literature put 
forward by Dr. Dhirendra Varma and strongly 
recommended its adoption by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Academy. In regard to the names 
suggested for allotment of chapters the Committee 
noted that Dr. Verma’s suggestions were tentative, 
(Sep Appendix A.) . . . 

7. The Committee considered Dr. Gorakh 
Prasad’s letter suggesting the scheme of publication 
of six books on Zoology preparatory to the compila- 
tion of a Hindi Encyclopaedia along the lines of 
& 
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the Encylopaedia Britannica and resolved that the 
scheme, however useful, can not be taken' up at 
present, unless special funds are made available for 
the purpose. (See Appendix B.) 

8. The Committee considered a scheme of the 
specialised books on Commerce and Economics 
suggested by Mr. K. L. Govil and was of opinion 
that it could not be taken up unless special funds 
are made available for the purpose. (See Appendix 
C.) 

9. The Committee went into the question of the 
award of the Annual prize of Rs. 500 by the 
Academy and recommended. 

(a) The prize should be awarded on the follow- 
ing subjects by rotation— Poetry, Prose, History, 
Mental and Moral Science, and Natural Science. 

(5) That the prize ' for 1945 be awared on 
Poetry. 

(c) That the announcement of the subject be 
duly made in the press. 

( d ) That books should not be requisitioned from 
the authors for the purpose but that a set of books . 
be purchased by the Academy. 

(< e ) A preliminary selection be made by the 
Judge’s Committee. 

{f) That approved books be bought and circula- 
ted. 

(g) The number of Judges adjudging the prize 
be three. 

10. The Committee was of opinion that instead 
of considering casual scheme of publications the 
Executive Committee should arrange to take up 
a planned programme of publications on a five-years’ 
basjs, and this could be drhwn up only when a 
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definite idea of. the funds available is given to the 
Literary Advisory Committee. 

11. The Committee considered the literary pro- 
gramme of the Hindi section of some of the previous 
conferences of the Hindustani Academy and autho- 
rised the Joint Secretary (Hindi) to put up sugges- 
tions before the Executive Committee on the basis 
of suggestions received from the members of the 
Literary Advisory Committee. 

12. The Committee forwarded to Dr. Vasudeva 
Saran Agrawal the Ms. of Pt. Ram Gopal Misra 
on “Geographical Dictionary” for opinion. 

13. The Committee is of opinion that the work 
of publishing editions of old texts of Hindi may be 
taken up by the Academy with the help of the 
recurring grant made' by the British Indian Associa- 
tion and recommends that the works of “Kabirdas” 
and “Keshavadas” may be taken first.

The Hindi Literary Advisory Committee considers 
it desirable that the Academy should ultimately bring 
out an Encyclopaedia in Hindi of the same standard 
as the Encyclopaedia Britannica, and for this purpose 
should produce a series of books covering the various 
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branches of knowledge in the same style as the en- 
cyclopaedia. 

To begin with, the subject of Zoology may be taken 
in hand, as there are no books in Hindi on this sub- 
ject. 

For this purpose the subject of Zoology be divided 
under the following six heads. 

1. Animals, past and present. 

2. Invertebrate Zoology. 

3. Vertebrate Zoology. 

4. Organic Evolution. 

5. Herdity and Sex. 

6. History and Biographies of Zoologists. 

One book should be written on each of these sub- 
jects, the treatment being like that in an Encyclo- 
paedia, that is, each article should be independent as 
far as possible and should be given in an alphabetical 
order, the standard being roughly that of the articles 
in the Encyclopaedia Britannica . 

The following authors be invited to write the 
above books, the distribution of the subjects between 
them being settled by consulting their wishes, and 
of the editor.

The remaining one-fourth will be paid 
when the book has been printed, the author being 
expected to see one (final) proof. 

For each of the above six books a sum of Rs. 400/- 
(Rupees four hundred) to provide to cover the charges 
of artist for preparing original illustrations. As re- 
gards illustrations reproduced from books, no extra 
charges will be payable, but each illustration will be 
regarded as the equivalent of 200 words in the case of 
illustrations which will be of 10 sq, inches or larger 
and of 100 words if the illustrations are small. Every 
original illustration will be reckoned as the equivalent 
of 200 words. 

Dr. Bahai, failing him Dr. A. B. Misra, failing him 
Dr. Ram Saran Das, be appointed General Editor to see 
that there is no over lapping of subjects, and to give 
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advice to authors to secure uniformity and advice on 
technical words etc. The editor should be paid Rs, 250/- 
extra for this.

Before the business proceedings Of the meeting 
commenced the following resolution was moved by 
the Chair : 

• “This meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Hindustani Academy deeply mourns the passing 
away of the President of the Academy, Dr. Rai 
Rajeshwar Bali, O. B. E., D. Litt., to whose efforts 
mainly the Academy owes its inception and- whose 
indefatigable zeal in the cause of promotion of 
, learning and culture in the province is. well-known. 
The meeting conveys its heartfelt condolence to the 
members of the bereaved family.” 

The resolution was passed', all standing, and the 
meeting adjourned for five minutes in respectful 
I memory of the deceased., 

1. The minutes of the meeting of the Executive 
Committee held on August 6, 1944 were, confirmed 
with the following corrections : 

(a) Under item 12, for “the Hindi section of 
the Academy” read “the Hindi section of 
the Library of the Academy.” 
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(b) Under item 24, for “awarding a book on 

Science” read “awarding a prize on a book 

on Science.” 

(c) Under item 37, for “it was decided that the 

matter be dropped” read “resolved that the 

proposal of Prof. Pande be not accepted.” 

2. Government letter No. 3065/XV-727-1943 
dated October 5, 1944 nominating Mr. A, N. Jha, 
I.C.S., and Rai Krishna Das as members of the Coun- 
cil of the Hindustani Academy was read and noted. 

3. Government letter No. A/3154/XV-434-A-1944 
dated 17th November 1944 in reply to the representa- 
tion of the Academy for special grants was read and 
noted. 

4. The question of (a) giving subsidy to the 
Nagari Pracharni Sabha for publication of Sur Sagar ; 
(b) election of fellows of the Academy ; and (c) hold- 
ing of Annual Conference, which had been postponed 
at the meeting of the Executive Committee held on 
August 6, 1944 were further postponed. 

5. Resolved that Mr. Ajmal Khan, Urdu Literary 
Assistant be confirmed in his post with effect from 
September 27, 1944, from which date he would be 
entitled to draw the increments of his grade and 
benefit of Provident Fund. 

6. The -consideration of the cases of the Sjt. Jai 
Chandra Vidyalankar and Dr. Pran Nath Vidyalan- 
kar was postponed as opinion of the legal advisor had 
not been received todate. 

7. With reference to the donation for writing a 
book on “The Story of Mankind” the reply to the 
Secretary’s letter to Mr. Kesar Prasad was read and 
noted. It was resolved that efforts be made to find 
another donor. It was further resolved that remin- 
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ders be issued to all such donors as have not yet 
remitted their promised donations. 

8. The question of increments in salary and 
allowances to the staff and the revision of leave rules 
and fixing of rules for allowances was not taken up 
as the report of the sub-committe appointed in this 
behalf had not been received. 

9. The Committee was not in a position to con- 
sider the disposal of the Audit Notes relating to the 
period 1936-37 to 1941-42 as the report of the sub- 
committee appointed in this connection had not been 
received. 

10. Resolved that Messrs G. P. Jaiswal and Com- 

pany be appointed to audit the accounts of the 
Hindustani Academy for the years 1942-43 and 1943- 
44 and that they be asked to complete the audit with- 
in three months of taking up the work. Failing 
Messrs G. P. Jaiswal and Company the Secretary 
and Treasurer be authorised to fix up with another 
firm of registered auditors for the auditing of the 
accounts. ' - 

11. Dr. Gorakh Prasad moved : — 

‘“That the Literary Assistants and Scholars of the 
Academy be relie ved of office work, and be assigned 
sufficient literary work proper.” 

The resolution was lost- 

It was resolved in this connection (i) that the Lite- 
rary Assistant (Hindi) be asked to prepare an 
English-Hindi Dictionary as suggested in Appendix 
to the Proceedings of the Literary Advisory Com- 
mittee held on February 6, 1944, paragraphs (a) and 
(c). 

(ii) That the Secretary be requested to make a re- 
port of the progress of the work at the next meeting. 
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Dr. Gorakh Prasad further proposed that the 

minimum amount of work expected of the Literary 

Assistant (Hindi) in this connection should be pres- 
cribed either at this meeting or .the next. This was 
not accepted by the meeting. 

12. Dr. Gorakh Prasad moved 

“That in view of the fact that the whole of the 
expenditure contemplated in Resolution No. 16 of the 
Executive Committee meeting held on March 19, 
1944, is not likely to be incurred in the current finan- 
cial year, and in the next financial year, more money 
will be available, the Academy should invite a few 
more authors to. write books. In this connection Dr. 
RamSaran Das be requested to write a book on Ver- 
tibrate Zoology at a remuneration of Rs. 1,200/- plus 
the usual royalty . 

The resolution was adopted with the proviso that 
the Secretary put it into effect if funds be available. 

13. Resolved that the edition of the “Diwan-i- 
Insha” which was being prepared by the scholar of 
the Hindustani Academy be finished by the scholar, 
so far as the editing of the text is concerned. For 
writing explanatory notes and an introduction Mirza 
Muhammad Askari of Lucknow be requested to take 
up the work. On his submitting the manuscript 
Mirza Muhammad Askari be paid an honorarium of 
Rs. 500/-. The copy of the text belonging to ■ the 
Mirza Saheb will be available to the Academy for 
purposes of comparison. 

14. In pursuance of the recommendations of the 
Literary - Advisory Committee ( vide Res. No. 13, 
dated April 30th, 1944,) and the acceptance thereof 
by the Executive Committee {vide Res. 6 (d) dated 
August 6th, 1944), the Committee approved the name 
of*. Dr. R. K. Varma of the Allahabad University 
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for ' editing the works of Kabir Das and that of 
Sjt. Vishwanath Prasad Mishra of the Benares 
Hindu University for editing the works of Keshava 
Das. and authorised the Secretary to settle terms 
with the two editors. 

15. The Committee considered the recommen- 
dations of the Committee of Judges in respect of 
award of prizes of Rs. 500 each for best books in 
Hindi Poetry published between 1st January, 1932, 
and 31st March, 1943, and in Hindi Prose published 
between 1st October, 1935, and 31st March, 1943, and 
it was decided to award the prize for Poetry to 
Pandit Ayodhya Singh Upadhya for his book 
“Vaidehi Yana vas” and that for Prose to Dr. Shri 
Krishna Lai for his book “Adhunik Hindi Sahitya ka 
Vikas (1900-1925)”. 

It waS further resolved that no prizes be awarded 
to authors of Urdu books in Prose, ’Poetry and 
Science as none of the books submitted reached the . 
minimum standard set for the awards. 

1G. With reference to the resolution No. 24 of- 
the Executive Committee held on March 20, 1944, 
on the subject of the public ition of duly audited 
income and expenditure of the Academy in the Jour- 
nals of the Academy, it was resolved that audited 
accounts for 1942-43 be published when avilable. 

17. Applications of Pandit Ganesh Prasad 
Dvivedi regarding leave, of Maulvi Muhammad Rafi 
regarding his increment and of Mr. Achint Sarac 
Lai' regarding special allowance were referred to 
the' sub-committee appointed to go into the matter 
of salaries, "grades and allowances etc. 

18. The Committee read the letter of Mr-. Mu- 
hammad Amin of Aligarh regarding the publication • 
of a,n Urdu translation of Wendell Wilkie’s “One' 
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World”, arid regretted that the Academy could ' not 
take up this publication. 

19. The Committee read the letter of Dr. J afar 
Hasan of Hyderabad (Deccan) regarding the publi- 
cation of his book on the question of script and it 
was resolved that the author be informed that the 
Academy could not give any decision unless it has 
had an opportunity to examine the manuscript. 

20. - The Committee approved that a discount of 
25 per cent be allowed to the Associate Members on 
the purchase of books published by the Academy. 

21. The Committee referred the application of 
B. Saral Prasad asking for a new grade to the sub- 
committee specially appointed to make recommen- 
dations on the subject. 

22. The Joint Secretary (Urdu) Dr. M. H. Syed 
informed the Committee th'at Mr. Ali Abbas Husaini 
had completed the manuscript of .his course of 
lectures on Urdu Novel which he was specially 
appointed by the Academy to prepare. The Com- 
mittee authorised the Joint Secretary (Urdu) in 
consultation with the Secretary and Treasurer to fix 
up with the author the dates on which lectures may 
be delivered by him at Allahabad under the auspices 
of the Academy. 

23. Dr. Hafiz Syed moved that the Committee 
take into consideration the question of payment of 
an officiating allowance to Dr. Dhirendra Varma 
for discharging the duties of the Secretary and 
Treasurer, since he took over charge from Mr. C. B. 
Rao, I. C. S., in June last. It was resolved that the 
Vice Presidents be authorised to take necessary steps 
in this connection. 

24. The Joint Secretary (Urdu) informed the 
Committee that Mr. Abdul Razzaq, author of “A1 
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Mamun,” the manuscript of which has been in posses- 
sion of the Academy for many years and has been 
paid for, has sent a registered notice asking that his 
book be either published by the Academy or the author 
be allowed to publish it at his own cost. It was 
resolved that Dr. A. Siddiqi be authorised to dispose 
of this matter after examining the manuscript. 

25. The Committee resolved that M. Abdul Majid 
Daryabadi be allowed an extension of one year for 
submission of -manuscript of his book on Popular 
Psychology wnich he was deputed to write for 
the Academy.

5. Donations : The balance of donation promised 

to the Academy which is expected to be 
realised during the year is shown here. 
For details please see Statement 1(b). 
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Note :— 

Opening balance of the year : Out of the 
Rs. 46,766/3/2 a sum of Rs. 21,320/- being the 
donation money received from donors has 
been deposited in Fixed Deposit with the 
Imperial Bank. For details please see State- 
ment I (a). Rs. 1,600/- is the security deposit 
which is refundable. 

EXPENDITURE: 

1. Honorarium:— The same as last year’s. 

2. Establishment: The increase is due to the 
increment of the graded salary of the staff, 
and proposed addition to present staff. For 
details please see Statement II. 

3. Provident Fund and Allowances : — The in- 
crease is due to revised rates of dearness 
allowance sanctioned by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

4. Office Contigencies : — 

(а) House rent : Last year an additional room 
was taken on rent for six months @ 1/8/- 
p. m. This year no room will be required 
hence the rent of the house will be as usual 
Rs. 900/- @ 75/- per month. 

(б) Light and Fan : Out of Rs. 150/- estimated 
for the purpose last year, only, Rs. 72/11/- 
were spent, so the estimate has been 
reduced to Rs. 100/- this year. 

(c) Postage : Out of the estimate for the 
last year (Rs. 600/-) Rs. 457/3/9 were ac- 
tually spent. The estimate for the last 
year has been retained. 

( d ) Stationery : Last year Rs. 400/- (recurring) 
and Rs. 600/- (non-recurring) were budgetted. 
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This year Rs. 500/- has been estimated as 
against Rs. 400/- recurring of the last year. 
The increase is due to increased rates of 
printing & stationery. 

(e) Machinery and Repair : In the last years 
budget Rs. 100/- recurring and Rs. 125/- non- 
recurring were provided for. The actual 
expenditure of the year was Rs. 220/8/- 
This year Rs. 150/- is being estimated as the 
cost of repair has increased all round. 

(/) Furniture : Rs. 200/- were provided in the 
last year’s budget for repair and purchase 
of furniture. Only partial repair was 
done as the sanction of the budget was 
received late in the month of February 
1945. The estimate of the last year has 
therefore been retained. 

5. Travelling Allowance : Out of Rs. 2,000/- pro- 
vided for T. A. last year, Rs. 736/3/0 were 
actually spent. The last year’s estimate 
has therefore been reduced to Rs. 1,200/- this 
year. 

6. Library : In the last year’s budget provision 

for Library was made under the two heads : 
recurring, and last year’s (1943-44) commit- 
ments.

This year the recurring estimate Rs. 1000/- 
has been retained.

APPENDIX B. 

Report of the Sub- Committee. 

Under Resolution No. 22 of the Executive Com- 
mittee held on 6th August, 1944, a Sub committee 
consisting of Dr. TaraChand, Dr. A. S. Siddiqi and the 
Secretary and Treasurer, as convener was formed to' 
examine the representations of the staff of the Hindus- 
tani Academy. These representations were made both 
by, the Literary staff and the Office. The Hindi 
Literary Assistant and the Hindi Scholar pray for 
the revision of their present grade which is Rs. 75. 
-10-175. The Urdu Scholar prays for a grade. 
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He has not been given a grade but gets a consolida- 
ted pay of Rs. 75/- p. m. The Office Superintendent 
and the Accountant ask for the revision of their 
respective grades. The present grade of the Office 
Superintendent is Rs. 75-10-175 . and that of the 
Accountant Rs. 50 5-80. The other two clerks 
pray to be allowed to draw an increment according 
to the old grade which was 50-5-80. • 

It may be mentioned here that the grades of the 
servants of the Academy have been subjected to 
variations according to the financial position in 
which the Academy found itself from time to time. 
The original grade of Rs. 150-10-250’ on which 
some members of the Literary staff and the present 
Office Superintendent were appointed was fixed when 
the Academy was in receipt of Rs. 50,000/- as Govern- 
ment grant. Subsequently when this grant was 
reduced to Rs. 25,000/- a year this grade was also 
reduced to Rs. 75-10 175. 

The Sub-Committee has examined all these re- 
presentations very carefully and has also taken into 
consideration various other aspects of the question. 
It has reasons to believe that a good deal of dissatis- 
faction prevails in the staff. The abnormal rise in the 
prices and the fact that a majority of the servants of 
the Academy having reached the maximum of the 
reduced grades has nothing to look forward to, have 
combined to create an atmosphere of frustration and 
despondency. The Committee has also given very 
serious considerations to the argument that consider- 
ing the amount of work done the present grades 
are more than adequate and should if nothing be 
reduced further. In reviewing the situation the 
Sub-Committee has also taken into account the pre- 
sent system of the working of the Hindustani Aca- 
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demy and the repeated complaints made by the 
Joint Secretaries and others about the unsatisfactory 
condition of the office. The lack of a more workable 
liaison between the Office and Literary staff has also 
been brought to its notice. Having considered all 
these aspects the Sub-Committee has come to the 
conclusion that it is time the working of the Office 
and the Literary staff was reviewed in the light of 
previous experiences and adjustment which changed 
conditions demand made in order to colease the 
working of both the departments of the Academy. 
The Sub-Committee is convinced that unless this is 
done revision of grades and improvement of terms 
and conditions of services will not have the desired 
effect. 

At present the two departments of the Academy 
(1) Literary staff (2) Office staff seem to work in water 
tight compartments. The only connecting link bet- 
ween these two is the Secretary and Treasurer, who 
ever since the inception of the Academy, has been 
a part-time officer. With the creation of the two 
new posts of Joint Secretaries — one for Hindi and the 
other for Urdu — the task of bringing the work of 
these two departments into unison has become more 
delicate and difficult. It is admitted that the crea- 
tion of these two posts has been amply justified and 
the Sub-Committee is of the opinion that these should 
continue. But considering the fact that the Secre- 
tary and Treasurer is to be a part-time officer, the 
Sub-Committee reiterates the need of a full time 
functionary appointed by and entirely responsible to 
the Academy. The Sub-Committee is further of the 
opinion that the whole question of the revision of 
grade cannot be taken up in isolation as it is very 
closely connected with the entire working of the 
Academy. It is, therefore, suggested that more time 
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should be given to the Sub-Committee to review the 
entire situation and make final recommendations 
about the grades of the superior services of the 
Academy. 

But the Sub-Committee feels that some relief 
should certainly be given to the lower office hands 
and to the Urdu scholar who has not been given any 
grade, yet. The Office Accountant who is mainly 
responsible for keeping cash book and checking 
items of expenditure and .who has put in meritorious 
service in the office of the Hindustani Academy should 
be given some relief. We, therefore, recommend that 
his request to be put in the new grade of Rs. 80-5- 
100 may be granted. As regards the junior clerks 
Babu Achint Saran Lai and Shah Muhammad Husain 
should be given a grade of Rs. 50-5-80. Mr. Mo- 
hammad Rafi who has. been given a consolidated 
pay Rs. 75/- may be brought into the grade of Rs. 75 
-10-175. The recommendation of the Sub-Com- 
mittee about casual leave, privilege leave and offi- 
ciating and acting allowance and travelling allow- 
ance to staff would be put up before the next meeting 


of the Committee.

WORK OF THE LITERARY STAFF 

There were four members on the Literary staff, 
two each on Hindi and Urdu sides. 

The Hindi Literary Assistant, Mr. R. C. Tandan 
was in charge of editing the Hindi Quarterly Journal. 
He translated into Hindi Prof. Mohd. Habib’s book 
“Mahmud Ghaznavi’’, Dr. Beni Prasad’s pamphlet on 
“The Constitutional Problem” and Mr. Ajmal Khan’s 
pamphlet on “Basic Hindustani”. He was also fre- 
quently required to assit in office work. 

The Urdu Literary Assistant Mr. Ajmal Khan 
edited the Urdu Quarterly Journal. He also trans- 
lated into Urdu a portion of Locke’s Essay concern- 
ing “Human understandings”? 

The Hindi scholar Pt. Ganesh Prasad Dvivedi is 
engaged on the preparation of a dictionary of proper 
names occuring in the classical Hindi Literature. 
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Because of his prolonged illness he was on medical 
leave for several months, so the progress of the 
work has been rather slow this year. He has started 
writing notes on the words collected by him so far. 

The Urdu scholar Maulvi Mohd. Rafi was engaged 
in editing the text of Dewan-i-Ir.sha. He has been 
working so far with the help of three printed 
Dewans and one manuscript work in the library of 
the Academy. Two more manuscripts having made 
available through the courtesy of the Osmania 
Library of H. E. H. the Nizam of Hyderabad, the 
result of his collection is likely to prove very useful. 
During the year he had worked upto radeef ‘Re’. 
JOURNALS 

During the year under report the Academy con- 
tinued to publish its two Quarterly Journals in Hindi 
and Urdu. Four numbers of the Urdu Journal were 
published. The Hindi Journal published three num- 
bers while the fourth was in the press. Both the 
Journals have maintainted their high standard.

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Academy regrets Its inability to send a representative 
as there is no provision for the appointment of such 
a representative in the rules of the Academy.

Lectures : 

During the year under report, the Executive 
Committee decided to invite Mr. Ghulam 
Yazdani, M.A., O. B. E 4 , Director of Archaeology 
(Retd.), Hyderabad (Deccan), to deliver a course 
of lectures on an archeological subject an 
Urdu under the auspices of the Hindustani 
Academy. The lectures will be delivered in 
Allahabad sometime in 1946. 

No lectures were fixed for Hindi, as in the 
previous year the Academy had a course of 
lectures in Hindi by Dr. Babu Ram Saksena of 
the Allahabad University. 

Library : 

The Library of the Academy is divided into 
two sections— Hindi and Urdu. The Hindi 
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Research Scholar was in charge of the Hindi 
section, whereas the Literary Assistant* and the 
Research Scholar (Urdu) were jointly in charge 
of the Urdu section. During the year under 
report 56 new books were added to the Hindi 
section and 47 new books were added to the 
Urdu section. The total number of books in the 
two sections at the close of the year was 8371. 

Finances : 

The Academy was mainly financed by the 
Government grant. The other sources of 
income were sale of books and journals, dona- 
tions received from donors for specific works, 
interests from fixed deposits from donations and 
membership fee from the Associate Members. 

Rs. 2,000/- were received from donors who 
had already promised their donations. 

The total income during the year including 
the opening balance of Rs. 46,866/3/2' on 1.4.1945 
was Rs. 83,285/1/5 and the total expenditure 
was Rs. 30,603/6/8 and the balance at the close 
of the year was Rs. 52,681/10/9 including 
Rs. 100/- the office imprest money.

Introductory : 

With the close of the financial year under 
report the Hindustani Academy completed the 
20th years of its existence. Like the pervious 
year, this was a year of difficulties in regard to 
our publication work.

Mr. R. C- Tandan while on duty assembled 
copy for January-March, 1947, number of the 1 
Hindustani, and saw through the press the 
Hindi publications of the Academy. His ser- 
vices were also frequently drafted for odd office 
work including dealings with pressess, procure- 
ment of paper, correspondence with authors and ; 
preparation of various statements. 

In connection with the editing of the 
Dewan-i-Insha which the Academy has taken 
in hand, the collection of material, so far as 
contained in the two manuscripts borrowed j 
from the Osmania University, Hyderabad- 
Deccan is complete. 

The Urdu scholar, Maulana Rafi, is now col- 
lating some additional ghazals contained in the 
available printed editions along with those in 
the manuscript belonging to the library of the 
Academy. The work'is in the final stages. 

During the period ' under report the Urdu 
Literary Assistant, in addition to his duties as 
editor of the Urdu Quarterly Journal, under 
instructions from the Secretary and Treasurer, i 
made a tour of Lucknow, Delhi and Lahore 
cities to canvass business and to enlist subscri-

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Publications ; 

The Publications of the Academy greatly 
suffered for want of supply of paper. As a 
result of representations made to the Commis- 
sioner of Civil Supplies, it was only about the 
end of the working year that a quota of half a 
ton per month was allowed to the Academy, 
beginning April, 1947. This, quota is hardly 
adequate for bringing out a large number of 
books which have gone out of print and new 
manuscripts which have kept accumulating. 
The situation would, however, be eased to some 
extent during the ensuing year when it may be 
hoped that several of the manuscripts on our 
waiting list and new editions could be put 
through. 

During the year under report the Academy 
published Seth Govind Dasa’s drama Amiri ya 
Gharibi on which it had awarded a prize of 
Rs. 1200/- in the previous year. Progress was 
also made with the printing of the new edition 
of Bhartendu Harishchandra by Syt. Braj Ratna 
Das which is nearing completion. 

Great difficulty has been experienced in 
respect of Urdu publications of the Academy, 
because these publications are brought out in 
typography and the local presses plead dearth 
of Urdu compositors. Despite efforts made in 
this connection no Urdu book could be sent to 
press. This difficulty, it would appear, can be 
overcome only when the Academy has a press 
of its own. Meantime, negotiations with presses 
in Hyderabad (Deccan) for the printing of Urdu 
books of the Academy have been started and it 
is proposed to get the Urdu publications printed 
there. 
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Sales : 

The sales from our publications during the 
year amounted to Rs. 7,635/1/6 as against 
Rs. 8,998/1/3 during the previous year. The 
comparative loss is due to the fact that more 
than a dozen of our best selling books were out 
of stock throughout the year and we could not 
reprint them for want of paper. 

Prizes : 

No prizes were awarded for Hindi or Urdu 
books during the year under report. The Aca- 
demy has’ announced a prize of Rs. 500/- on the 
best book on fiction in Hindi published during 
April 1943 to March 1946. The decision of the 
judges has not been announnced as yet. 

Lectures : 

Mr. Ghulam Yazdani, M.A., 0. B. E. 'Director 
of Archaeology (Retd.) Hyderabad-Deccan was 
invited by the Executive Committee to deliver 
a course of lectures in Urdu on an archaeological 
subject. He has accepted to do so and is 
preparing the lectures. They will be delivered 
sometimes during the coming winter. 

Library : 

The Library of the Academy is divided into 
two sections— Hindi and Urdu. The Hindi 
scholar was incharge of the Hindi section where- 
as the Urdu Literary Assistant and Urdu Scholar 
jointly looked after the Urdu section. During 
the year under report 156 new books were added 
to the Hindi section and 31 books were added to 
the Urdu section. The total number of books in 
the two sections at the close of the year was 
8558 . 
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Finances : 

The income of the Academy was mainly 
derived from Government grant, sale of books 
and journals and interest on fixed deposits of 
donations. The total income of the Academy 
during the year under report including the open- 
ing balance was Rs. 86,158/14/8 and the total 
expenditure during the year was Rs. 30,565/12/- 
leaving a balance of Rs. 55,593/2/8 at the close 
of the year.

APPENDIX C 

Second part of the Report of the Sub-Committee 
' formed under Res : 22 of the Executive Committee 

held on 6-8-1944. 

This is the second and final part of the report 
of the subcommittee consisting of Dr. Tara 
Chand, Dr. A Siddiqi, and the Secretary and 
Treasurer, as convener, formed under resolution 
22 of the Executive Committee held on (i 8-1944. 
The first part of the report which was sent in 
on 11-5-1945 surveyed the general position in 
regard to the staff of the Academy and recom- 
mended certain steps for immediate relief of the 
lower office hands. The subcommittee, however, 
asked for further time to enable them to make 
overall recommendations in respect of the 
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salaries and the cadre of the literary as well as 
the administrative staff. The present report, 
should therefore be read in the context of the 
previous one. 

The subcommittee have given their full and 
anxious thought to the subject, and if they have 
taken time to make their report, it is because 
they were watchful of any indications there' 
might be of an improvement in the financial 
position of the Academy, before they finalised 
their recommendations. They feel that though 
there is an urgent need for more funds, they 
have to base their proposals on the present scale 
of Government grant, viz. Ks. 25,000/- a year. 

The subcommittee have not been unaware of 
the persistent criticism that the Academy was 
overstaffed and the amount spent on salaries of 
the employees was out of proportion to what 
was spent on publications. While realising that 
such criticism was not without force, they have 
also had to consider that the inability of the 
Academy to bring adequate financial relief to 
the staff, some of whom reached the maximum 
of their reduced grades years back, had caused 
a feeling of frustration which has bound to 
react on the efficiency of its own work. Fur- 
ther, as the subcommittee pointed out in the 
first part of their report, there was an urgent 
need for creating a more workable liasion bet- 
ween the office and the literary staff which had 
not pulled on well together. The subcommittee 
where thus faced with the threefold task of (1) 
suggesting means for a better coordination of 
work as between the office and the literary staff, 
(2) making available larger funds which could 
be utilised on publications, and (3) fixing a cadre 
which, within the means of the Academy, could 
be put on more liberal scales of pay.

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The subcommittee have been told that the 
Joint Secretaries are willing to forego their 
allowances of Rs. 50/- each in order to enable 
the Hindustani Academy to implement any 
suggestions for improvement which may 
involve extra expenditure. They welcome this 
generous gesture and propose to take advantage 
of the offer. 

So far as coordination of work between the 
different departments of the Academy is con- 
cerned, the subcommittee have already pointed 
out in the first instalment of their report that 
the Secretary and Treasurer being a part-time 
officer needs to be assisted by a full-time func- 
tionary appointed by and entirely responsible 
to the Academy. He should, under instructions 
of the Secretary and Treasurer and the Joint- 
Secretaries be responsible for the working of 
both the literary and administrative depart- 
ments. He may be called the Assistant Secre- 
tary and should be one who has had experience 
of institutional work such as that of the 
Academy. He must be a man of ideas and 
should, as he will have to supervise the literary 
work, have distinct literary bent of mind. He 
would be the chief officer of the Academy and 
would look to its literary as well as commercial 
sides. He should be given a suitable grade. 
The subcommittee suggest a grade of Rs. 
200-10-400. This in their opinion is the lowest 
that should be offered and as the financial posi- 
tion of the Academy improves, it should be 
revised and the maximum fixed at Rs. 500/-. 
The office, which consists of four clerks, besides 
the office Superintendent does not in the opinion' 
of the subcommittee need an office superinten- 
dent on as such a scale of pay. As a good deal 
of office work will be done by the Assistant 
Secretary, the present strength of the office 
6 
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should be sufficient. In the matter of grades for 
office hands, the subcommittee would recommend 
that the Accountant who would be the senior 
clerk should get a grade of Rs. 80-5-120 
and the other clerks be given grades of 
Rs. 65-3-100. The President’s clerk may be given 
an allowance of Rs. 25/-. 

As regards the literary staff, there are at pre- 
sent two assistants, one each on the Urdu and the 
Hindi sides, their grades being Rs, 75-10-175. The 
subcommittee are afraid that within the means 
of the Academy they ca.n not recommend that 
all the posts be retained and at the same time 
their scales of pay improved. They also feel 
that for the present output of work, one literary 
assistant each on the Urdu and Hindi sides 
should be entirely sufficient. They would, there- 
fore, recommend that posts of two out of four 
literary assistants be retrenched or held in 
abeyance until better times. The remaining 
literary assistants should be given a grade 
of Rs. 100-10-250. 

As a result of these retrenchments and the' 
acceptance of the generous offer made by the 
Joint Secretaries, it would be possible to satisfy 
in some measure the three objectives which 
the subcommittee set out before them. 

Recommendations *. 

1. In order to coalesce the work of the 
different departments of the Hindustani Aca- 
demy, there should be an Assistant Secretary. 

2. The post of the Office Superintendent 
' should be retrenched. 

3. The posts of two Literary Assistants, 
one each on the Urdu and Hindi sides, should be 
retrenched or held in abeyance. 
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4. Scales of salary for the remaining mem- 
bers of the staff be liberalised. 

5. The kind offer of the Joint Secretaries 
to forego their allowances should be gratefully 
accepted.
